Dog wardens do not 
put down healthy 

strays - councillor told 


NO healthy dogs are put down 
when they are picked up as 
strays in Bridgend. 

This policy, implemented by 
BCBC’s dog warden service, has been 
thrashed out over the years, in con¬ 
junction with local animal welfare 
charities like the Dog’s Trust and 
Maesteg Animal Welfare Society, 
which both take in stray dogs. 

Coun David Unwin, who asked a 
question about how the dog warden 
service operates, was told that the 
council employs one dog warden who 
has statutory responsibilities to deal 
with stray dogs. His working hours are 
Monday to Friday, 9am to 5pm. 

Contractors are used by the council 
when he is unavailable and they also 
operate an out-of-hours service in the 
evening and at weekends. 

The number for this is included in 
the recorded message which people get 
when they ring the council offices on 
01656 643643 out of hours. 

During the last financial year, the

dog warden placed 538 stray dogs in 
commercial kennels where they are 
kept for seven days so that owners can 
claim them. 

After seven days, the dog becomes 
the property of the kennels, which can 
then rehome them 

Forty four dogs were also returned 
to their owners last year and a further 
33 were put down because they were 
sick. 

The warden dealt with a total of 
1,345 inquiries involving dogs during 
the year. 

The cost of the service to the coun¬ 
cil for the year was £66,482 which 
includes staffing, transportation and 
kennelling fees. 

Coun Unwin said that if you extrap¬ 
olated from these figures, it was likely 
that problems of dealing with stray 
dogs were costing taxpayers £1.5m in 
Wales, and £20m UK wide.

— to help fly the Green Flag 


THE Friends of 
Maesteg Welfare 
Park (FMWP) were 
delighted to accept 
an offer of help 
from the British 
Telecom’s

How parents’ group 
grew into branch of 
the Autistic Society

THE launch of the 
newest branch of 
the National 

Autistic Society 
Cymru took place at 
Porthcawl’s Grand 
Pavilion. 

The Bridgend branch, 
which covers the whole 
borough, started off as a 
parents’ support group, 
but has grown into a 
fully-fledged part of the 
charity. 

The launch was 
attended by Regional 
AMs Peter Black, for the 
Liberal Democrats, and 
Suzy Davies for the 
Welsh Conservatives. 

Also present was 
Coun Alana Davies, the 
BCBC cabinet member 
for children, who was 
invited to cut the special 
cake to mark the launch. 

She said that she was 
delighted to be present 
and told The GEM that it 
was the carers and par¬ 
ents of autistic people 
who were the experts. 

“They know exactly 
what they need us, the 
local authority, to pro¬ 
vide, and they are very 
effective lobbyists and 
we have been able to 
help.” 

Coun Davies said that 
her cabinet colleague, 
Coun Lyn Morgan, 
whose brief includes 
adult social services, was 
the council’s autism 
champion. 

“We need to constant¬ 
ly remember that autism 
is not only about children 
but also about the adults 
who suffer from it,” she 
said. “People have to 
make the transition from 
being looked after by 
children’s social services 
to being looked after by 
the adult team. 

“There have been 


improvements in this 
transition process, but we 
need to ensure that it is 
better handled in the 
future, and we are work¬ 
ing together to try and 
ensure that.” 

Suzy Davies AM said 
that this group was a 
wonderful example of 
how things had grown up 
from the grassroots to fill 
a need. 

“This organisation 
does a tremendous 
amount of work in the 
community both nation¬ 
ally and here in 
Bridgend. 

“The new Bridgend 
branch has very strong 
community ties and these 
are crucial, even though 
they are now part of a 
larger organisation. 

“I have been very 
impressed with what the 
Bridgend branch is doing 
to support its members 
and I know that joining 
the National Autistic 
Society Cymru will give 
members the best of both 
worlds in the future.” 

Peter Black AM said 
that these support groups 
were absolutely essen¬ 
tial: “Parents can feel 
isolated coping with an 
autistic child but being 
able to meet other par¬ 
ents going through the 
same thing is very help¬ 
ful and means they can 
band together to fight for 
the help they need.” 

Carol Williams gave 
the assembled group a 
potted history of the 
branch, which was origi¬ 
nally set up by parents 
Clare Tuck and Sharon 
Howley in 1997. 

They spoke to social 
worker Pat Cudd, who 
was present at the launch, 
who helped them contact 


other parents and that’s 
how it all started. 

Jill Grange, who 
chairs the new branch, 
said that the support 
group decided last year 
to affiliate to the society. 

The branch has 
between 30 and 40 mem¬ 
bers, with about a dozen 
people of so attending 
meetings. 

She explained: “We 
are a support group and 
some people dip in and 
out to suit their circum¬ 
stances, while others 
come every month.” 

Jill said that the new 
branch will be able to 
give people information 
about what’s happening 
locally, which was very 
important. 

Things were getting 
better, although people 
still have to travel further 
afield to get everything 
they need: “Having an 
autistic child does put an 
enormous strain on fami¬ 
lies and family break¬ 
down can occur, but we 
hope that the support we 
are able to offer does 
help. 

“Social Services in 
Bridgend are very sup¬ 
portive of families and 
GPs are also more aware 
now of the problem and 
are making earlier diag¬ 
noses.” 

Mrs Grange said that 
as part of a national char¬ 
ity, they were hoping to 
stage more events and 
attract high-profile 
speakers to them. 

The branch meets 
monthly at Y Bont in 
Ewenny Road, Bridgend, 
normally on the first 
Wednesday of the month 
at 1pm. But the next 
meeting will be on June 
15.

The society now has 
10 branches in Wales and 
103 nationwide. Karen 
Shore, regional officer 
for south Wales, said that 
there was an increased 
awareness of autuism 
now throughout society 
and diagnosis of the con¬ 
dition has improved over 
the years. 

Autism affects one 
person in a 100 and the 
severity of the condition 
goes right across the 
spectrum, including 
Asperger’s Syndrome. 

She explained that 
autism is a life-long con¬ 
dition which not only 
affects children, but 
adults throughout their 
lives. The condition 
varies from person to 
person. 

If the condition is 
diagnosed early, inter¬ 
ventions can be put into 
place to improve the 
lives of sufferers. 

Each branch carries 
out a range of activities 
including inviting 

experts to help patents 
and others understand the 
condition. The society 
publishes a range of liter¬ 
ature and holds work¬ 
shops. 

Some branches pro¬ 
duce their own newslet¬ 
ters, which contain local 
information. 

There are also social 
events, family activities 
and playgroups plus 
fundraising and cam¬ 
paigning for greater 
awareness, services and 
educational provision. 

“It’s all about provid¬ 
ing the right support at 
the right time, ” Mrs 
Grange added.

Were London’s streets really 
paved with gold in the past? 


IN next week’s episode of 
the S4C family history 
series Perthyn, the subject 
is Welsh businesses in 
London, as Porthcawl’s 
Olive Corner, originally 
from Ceredigion, traces her 
family tree, and there’s a 
special surprise hidden in 
the National Library 
archives which amazes 
Olive! 

In the programme on 
Wednesday, June 1, viewers leam 
about the Welsh people who 
moved to seek a better life in 
London in the late 19th and begin¬ 
ning of the 20th Century. 

Olive’s mother was born in 
London. Her grandparents - Evan 
and Gwladys Evans - ran dairy 
businesses in the city during the 
1930s and socialised in a strong 
Welsh community. 

At that time there were 1,700 
dairies in London and many were 
owned by families with Welsh 



names such as Evans, Lewis and 
Jones. 

“I wanted to know their history 
- why they decided to move to 
London in the first place and what 
their life was like. I used to watch 
the drama series Y Palmant Aur on 
S4C and that’s how I imagine their 
life in London,” said Olive, who is 
also keen to know why her grand¬ 


parents returned to farm in 
Ceredigion. 

“My mother was very young 
when they left London so she 
doesn’t remember much. Her gen¬ 
eration hasn’t shown much inter¬ 
est in the past, so they can’t share 
the story with us. 

“It’s the next generation who 
wants to know,” adds Olive, who 
began looking into the family his¬ 
tory following the death of her 
grandparents, and now regrets not 
asking them more about their life. 

However, as the team at the 
National Library delves deeper 
into Olive’s story, they uncover a 
connection which takes the family 
line back more than 1,000 years. 

Not many people can claim to 
trace their family so far back and a 
discovery in the year 950 comes as 
a complete surprise for Olive! 

Could she be a descendant of 
one of the most important figures 
in Welsh history?

“All sections of the food sup¬ 
ply chain have a part to play in 
communicating with each other to 
raise the profile of the superb, and 
in many cases award winning, 
local foods available and help 
build a local food culture the area 
can be proud of.”

Mixed results 
for Heritage 
Coast in Good 
Beach Guide 


BEACHES along 
the Heritage Coast 
have, in the main, 
fared well in the 
latest edition of the 
Good Beach Guide, 
launched this week 
by the Marine 
Conservation 
Society (MCS). 

Porthcawl will be 
pleased, as all three 
beaches tested, Rest 
Bay, Sandy Bay, and 
Trecco Bay have all 
retained the recom¬ 
mended status awarded 
the previous year. 

Along the Heritage 
Coast, beaches that 
have retained their rec¬ 
ommended status are at 
Cold Knap and 
Whitmore Bay. 

The latter, of course, 
is now much more 
famous, courtesy of the 
TV series Gavin and 
Stacey. 

Another recommend¬ 
ed beach is at 
Southerndown, which 
has been upgraded from 
its status the previous 
year, where it gained a 
basis pass mark. 

The beach at 
Fontygary has also been 
given recommended sta¬ 
tus. 

However, some 
beaches in the Vale 
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have slipped this year. 
Jackson’s Bay has fallen 
from recommended to a 
basic pass, while 
Barry’s Watch House 
Bay has dropped from a 
basic pass to a fail. 

Ogmore Central and 
Llantwit Major have 
both stayed the same, 
recording a basic pass 
this year and last, while 
Ogmore West, which 
failed last year, has 
failed again this year. 

A total of 92 Welsh 
beaches have been rec¬ 
ommended as having 
excellent bathing water 
quality. 

Out of the 154 beach¬ 
es that were sampled, 

11 beaches have failed. 
The report says: 

“These beaches fail 
to meet even the basic 
standards set 35 years 
ago in European law. 

“They present a 
potential health hazard 
for beachgoers, who 
may face unacceptable 
levels of bacteria and 
viruses in the sea 
water.” 

MCS says this is a 
real cause for concern. 

The head of visible 
services at the Vale 
Council, Miles Punter, 
said: “On the whole, the 
water quality results for 
Vale beaches are 
encouraging. 

“It is however, disap¬ 
pointing that, despite 
significant investment 
by Dwr Cymru / Welsh 
Water over a number of 
years, a few of our 
coastal areas have failed 
to reach a suitable stan¬ 
dard. 

“We will continue to 
work with Dwr Cymru / 
Welsh Water, Keep 
Wales Tidy and the 
Environment Agency to 
promote higher stan¬ 
dards of water quality 
throughout the entire 
coastline of the Vale of 
Glamorgan.”

The only exception is 
Service S9 which runs 
from Barry to St Cyres 
School in Penarth, which 
will continue to be oper¬ 
ated by Veolia until 
Friday, June 24.

Heavy cost of MoD’s 
failures at St Athan 


T he Defence 

Technical College 
proposed for St 
Athan made the news 
once again last week. 

ITV Wales interviewed a 
senior manager from the for¬ 
mer Metrix consortium, who 
was scathing about how the 
MoD handled the project over 
the last six years. 

The manager, Lawrence 
Lewis, talked of ‘endemic 
failures’ in the MoD’s culture, 
which led to delay after delay 
- meaning the project went 
billions over budget. 

The plan was initially 
formed in 2005 and the delays 
amounted to more than three 
years. Based on the original 
start date, the college would 
have been up and running two 
years ago. 

Mr Lewis stated that the 
MoD did not adapt to chang¬ 
ing technology; that pro¬ 
grammes aimed to last 
decades were taken by short¬ 
term management appoint¬ 
ments. 

All in all, his biting com¬ 
ments confirm some of the 
worries expressed to me when 
the Metrix plan was cancelled 
last year. 

The Secretary of State for 
Defence, Dr Liam Fox says 
that he has had to get to grips 
with the department that was

clearly mismanaged; the ulti¬ 
mate demonstration came 
when he showed that can¬ 
celling a contract for an air¬ 
craft carrier that hadn’t been 
built would be more expen¬ 
sive than allowing it to go 
ahead! 

It is important to confirm, 
however, that the St Athan site 
remains in the running for 
Defence Technical Training. I 
have had several meetings 
with Liam Fox to lobby and 
champion the case for the 
RAF base. 

He tells me that they are 
currently crunching the num¬ 
bers to rationalise 11 training 
schools on nine different sites, 
currently under three com¬ 


mands, to confirm where best 
training can be conducted. 

There was a plan to high¬ 
light the shortlist by March 
31, which unfortunately was¬ 
n’t possible. 

I have asked for another 
meeting with the Secretary of 
State to clarify the date when 
the next formal announcement 
will be made. 

I believe that the suitability 
of the site could mean savings 
to the MoD and enhanced 
training. 

It is important to recognise 
that significant work has 
already been done and more is 
continuing. A large amount of 
technical training takes place 
at St Athan and I was delight¬ 
ed to open the new 
Headquarters Building 
(‘Lancaster’) at No 4 School 
of Technical Training on the 
site some weeks ago. 

I also learnt about the level 
of training needed to produce 
specialist engineers of the 
highest calibre, and met the 
trainees who were working on 
the design and repairs of 
essential vehicles. 

It was clear from the visit 
that there is significant activi¬ 
ty on the site which is not 
necessarily recognised by the 
wider community. 

My aim is to ensure that the 
activity grows.

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‘STRANGER DANGER!’ 
WARNING AFTER MAN 
ATTEMPTS TO ABDUCT 
THREE YOUNG GIRLS 


WARNINGS have 
been issued to par¬ 
ents throughout 
Bridgend and the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
after an incident in 
which an attempt 
was made to abduct 
three young girls. 

Police are investigat¬ 
ing the incident, which 
took place last week in 
Talbot Green. 

The girls, aged eight 
and ten years old were 
walking in Ely Valley 
Road at about 4pm on 
Monday, May 16, when a 
man called to them from 
a silver coloured car and 
asked if they wanted a 
lift. 

They refused and the 
car, with tinted windows, 
then drove off. 

Talbot Green 

Neighbourhood Policing 
Sergeant Jeff Jones said 
that this was a distressing 
incident for the three 
young girls, and they are 
hoping that anyone who 
witnessed the incident 
will come forward. 

He added: “We also 
ask anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the identity of 
this man to contact the 
police.”

News of the attempted 
abduction has shocked 
parents throughout the 
area. One mother, who

Aberthin/Y stradowen 
area and whose child 
goes to Y Bont Faen in 
Cowbridge, said that she 
was very worried. 

“The children have 
been warned at school 
about this incident, but I 
would never let my 
daughter out alone. It’s 
far too worrying,” she 
commented. 

Warnings have gone 


out from both the Vale 
and Bridgend education 
authorities. 

A spokesman for the 
Vale Council said that 
they had asked all 
schools to remind staff 
and pupils to be vigilant 
at all times. 

A spokesman for 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) said that the 
education authority had 
notified all schools of the 
incident. 

Headteachers have 
then decided whether to 
take any further action, 
Some schools, although 
not all, have sent either 
letters or text messages 
to parents. 

Rumours abounded of 
sightings of the silver car 
near schools throughout 
a wide area. 

One mother of a child 
in a Vale school said that 
the parents’ grapevine 
was aware of incidents in 
both Bridgend and 
Margam 

However, South Wales 
Police issued a statement 
on this subject on 
Tuesday, May 24. 

It said: “A number of 
calls have been received 


by police officers report¬ 
ing other similar suspi¬ 
cious incidents. 

“While these calls 
have been well inten- 
tioned, a number of them 
have already been fully 
investigated and have 
been unfounded.” 

Detective Inspector 
Andy Jones said: “We are 
grateful to the public for 
their vigilance and we 
will investigate every 
incident that is reported 
to us. 

“However, we ask that 
callers are certain of the 
events before they con¬ 
tact us, and give us as 
much information as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Superintendent Dawn 
Hubbard said: “There 
have been a number of 
rumours circulating 
about abductions and 
attempted abductions in 
the area, as well as in 
Bridgend and Port 
Talbot. 

“I want to reassure the 
public and parents and 
children in particular that 
no such incidents have 
taken place."

Walkers enjoy looking 
out from Holy Mountain 


ON an overcast 
morning, a group of 
15 walkers, includ¬ 
ing leader Clive, 
made their way to 
Llanvihangel 
Crucorney at the 
start of a nine-mile 
walk in the area, 
beginning at possi¬ 
bly the oldest pub in 
Wales - the Skirrid 
Inn, which dates 
back to 1100. 

Crossing the main 
A465 road with care, the 
group headed down the 
driveway of the privately 
owned Llanvihangel 
Court, a 15th century 
Tudor manor house 
which contains some fine 
17th century panelling, 
plaster ceilings and a fine 
oak staircase. 

Continuing along a 
tree-lined lane, they 
crossed fields to reach a 
lane, which in turn led 
them to Pen-y-Parc, 
where they paused to 
enjoy morning coffee, 


watched closely by a bull 
in a nearby enclosure, 
which plainly had his eye 
on their sandwiches! 

The gentle ascent of 
The Arwallt followed 
along to the base of the 
north end of the Skirrid 
Mountain. Joining part of 
the Beacons Way, the 
100-mile long distance 
footpath running through 
the centre of Wales, the 
group began to climb up 
onto the ridgeway. 

They passed the 
remains of the Roman 
Catholic Church dedicat¬ 
ed to St Michael that was 
reputed to be a secret 
location for Catholic 
mass during the 17th 
century when Catholics 
were persecuted for prac¬ 
tising their faith. 

Folklore has it that the 
earth from Skirrid was 
holy, and so it was taken 
away and scattered in 
fields on coffins and into 
the foundations of 
churches. 

Skirrid Mountain or 
Holy Mountain or Sacred 
Hill as it is known, is 


named Ysgyryd Fawr in 
Welsh, the word Ysgyryd 
indicating the shape of 
the hill and meaning 
shattered. Legend has it 
that the hill broke into 
two at the time of 
Christ’s crucifixion dur¬ 
ing a violent storm but 
realistically, it was 
formed during the Ice 
Age. 

From their vantage 
point, they could enjoy 
the clear uninterrupted 
views of Blorenge, Sugar 
Loaf and towards the 
Malvern Hills, before it 
was time to begin the 
gentle descent along to 
the southern end of the 
ridge. 

Finding a sun trap out 
of the blustery wind, the 
group enjoyed lunch 
before continuing down¬ 
hill to return around the 
base of the mountain, 
where in a wood the 
bluebells were still in 
flower and very fragrant. 

Passing through the 
valley of the rocks, they 
crossed several fields and 
a small wood to return to 


Llanvihangel Court, fol¬ 
lowed by some welcome 
refreshment at the Skirrid 
Inn. It is said, the rebel 
self-proclaimed Prince of 
Wales, Owain Glyndwr, 
whose aim (amongst oth¬ 
ers) was to make Wales 
independent, is alleged to 
have rallied his troops in 
the cobbled courtyard in 
the early 15 th century 
before marching into bat¬ 
tle.

Penarth Computer Club news 


Mike F spoke about 
AutoCorrect to remind 
us how useful and cus¬ 
tomisable it can be. 
These are his (edited) 
notes: 

INITIALLY, I 
would point out that 
the software I use is 
‘Open Office’ which 
is a free download. 
It operates in most 
aspects exactly the 
same as ‘Microsoft 
Word’. For this 
cameo talk, my 
experience indicates 


that the Auto cor¬ 
rect function is 
identical. 

Before examining 
Auto correct in detail, 
note two related icons on 
the toolbar marked 
‘ABC’. The one with the 
tick underneath it (when 
clicked) will undertake a 
grammar and spell check 
of the whole document. 
The other icon, the 
‘ABC’ with the wavy line 
underneath, switches on 
and off the ‘Auto spell 
Check’ function that 
draws a wavy line under¬ 


neath any word the com¬ 
puter doesn’t recognise. 
If you click on the rele¬ 
vant word it will provide 
a list of the words you 
might intend. 

To access ‘Auto cor¬ 
rect’ you click on 
Format>Auto 
correct>Auto correct 
Options. This opens the 
Auto correct dialogue 
box. This displays four 
tabs, namely ‘Replace’, 
‘Exceptions’, ‘Localised 
Options’ and ‘Word 
Completion’. 

Taking these tabs in 
sequence, ‘Replace’ lists 
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those words that are 
commonly misspelled 
together with the correc¬ 
tion that will be made. In 
addition, if there are any 
words you constantly 
mistype you can add 
these too. There is a use¬ 
ful function in this sec¬ 
tion which is not always 
appreciated. If you regu¬ 
larly write the same 
phrase, sentence or para¬ 
graph you can insert a 
code (a deliberate mis¬ 
spelling!) in the left hand 
box and in the replace 
box write what you want 
instead. 

Thereafter, whenever 
you type the relevant 
code, when you press the 
spacebar your phrase, 
sentence or paragraph 
will be substituted, eg 
mfa(spacebar) will insert 
my full address because I 
have set it to do this. 

Next along the line is 
‘Exceptions’. This does 
what it says on the tin! 
For example, if you wish 
to abbreviate the word 
accountant to acct; if you 
write acct, it might auto¬ 
matically insert the full 
word, but as it is in the 
exceptions list if you 
type acct. with a full stop 
after the ‘t’ it will accept 
it. 

After this comes 
‘Options’ - this one 
largely speaks for itself, 
here you can tick boxes 
to select those functions 
you wish to use. 

‘Localised Options’ 
allows you to set the sys¬ 
tem to ensure whenever 
you type 1, followed by 
s, and t, it makes it 1st. 
In the same way you can 
opt to use single or dou¬ 
ble quote marks. 

The final ‘Word 
Completion’ tab com¬ 
pletes the word it thinks 
you want. Eg, ‘comp’ 
might be completed as 
‘completion’, hit enter to 
accept the change. Some 
find this unhelpful as 
wrong assumptions then 
need editing! You could 
use the crafty cheat under 
the ‘Replace’ tab as 
described above.

BARGAIN buy 
Findlay’s Find - he 
cost his owners 
Paul and Myfanwy 
Miles just £500 - 
landed the mixed 
open race at the 
Gelligaer Farmers

great style, coming 
home six lengths 
ahead of Chesnut 
Annie. 

Both the winner and 
runner-up are qualified 
with the Ystrad Taf 
Fechan Hunt, and when 
Chesnut Annie, under 
her regular pilot Isabel 
Tompsett, went clear of 
Lucky Nellerie approach¬ 
ing the 12th fence, her 
backers must have 
thought the 10-year-old 
mare was on her way to 
her 30th success. 

But it was not to be, 
as the remarkable five- 
year-old Findlay’s Find, 
who was winning for the 
third time in just seven 
days, overtook her much 
older rival three fences 
from the finish and went 
on to win by six lengths, 
with Bob Bites Back, 
ridden by Nick 
Williams, a distant third. 

Williams had been 
aboard Findlay’s Find 
when it had won at 
Laleston the previous 
Saturday and three days 
later, when winning the 
ladies’ open at 
Cottlestone, Claire Hart 
had been in the saddle. 

However, the winning 
rider on this occasion 
was Richard Burton, 
who is something of a 
legend in hunt-racing 
circles having ridden 
more than 400 winners. 

Earlier, Chesnut 
Annie’s rider Isabel

A FEMALE jockey 
with strong connec¬ 
tions to the Vale and 
Bridgend councty 
borough has been 
seriously injured in 
a fall at a race in 
England. 

The leading amateur 
rider Isabel Tompsett, 
who many hunt-racing 
enthusiasts in the Vale 
will associate with Beth 
Roberts’s prolific winner 
Chesnut Annie, is - at the 
time of writing - on a life 
support machine at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Isabel (28) sustained 
serious head injuries 
after falling from 
Leopold in a hurdle race 
at Fakenham on Sunday, 
stopped breathing twice 
and had to be resuscitat¬ 
ed by paramedics. 

She was taken to 
Norwich and Norfolk 
Hospital but later trans¬ 
ferred to Cambridge. 

Only 24 hours earlier, 
the reigning Welsh cham¬ 
pion point-to-point rider 
had been successful on 


the 13th fence when 
leading the field a merry 
gallop, but was soon 
back in the lead.

However, that lady 
was particular and, 
rather than just talk¬ 
ing cash, Sue found 
herself being inter¬ 
viewed to see if the 
lady felt she was a 
suitable person to 
take over! 

Luckily, Sue 
passed the test and 
bought St Aubin’s 
Nursery in Penarth. 
Sue said: “She 
explained that St 
Aubin was the patron 
saint of children, so I 
decided to keep the 


name!” 

The name brought 
good fortune too, 
because the venture 
was a success, and 
Sue retained the 
name every time she 
looked at a new ven¬ 
ture.

Apart from the 
regular staff, a series 
of specialists are 
employed. A GP can 
advise staff or con¬ 
cerned parents, and 
the team can also 
draw on the talents of 
teachers, a nurse, 
play workers, a 
drama coach, and 
even sign language 
teachers. 

When St Aubin's 
bought the medical 
centre, it came with 
six parking spaces 
outside in the car 
park alongside the 
town walls. Sue also 
became the owner of 
a sizeable chunk of 
the Old Hall gardens. 

She told The 
GEM: “One of the 
reasons that I was so 
delighted to get this 
site was that I had 


been so impressed by 
the Cowbridge Physic 
Garden. When I dis¬ 
covered that the Old 
Hall Gardens were 
being revamped, I 
spoke to the Charter 
Trust to try and work 
with them. 

“They have been so 
helpful and they are 
really doing a fantas¬ 
tic job.” 

In fact, when the 
official opening is 
held on Saturday, 
July 16, there will be 
celebrity guests and 
stalls in aid of chari¬ 
ty, with the money 
raised shared 
between the Charter 
Trust and the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

The nearby gar¬ 
dens fit in perfectly 
with Sue’s philoso¬ 
phy, which is to let 
children enjoy the 
open air whenever 
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possible. The nursery 
operates the 
Foundation Phase 
education system, 
learning through 
play, often outdoors, 
as advocated by the 
Welsh Assembly, but 
Sue’s nurseries have 
been doing this for a 
lot longer. 

All her nurseries 
are attached to parks, 
and her staff are used 
to letting children 
explore their sur¬ 
roundings while 
keeping a careful eye 
on them. 

Sue added: “I have 
a fantastic group of 


people working for 
me, and everyone 
becomes part of the 
St Aubin family. We 
bend over backwards 
to help parents 
because we believe 
we should support 
the family unit. 

“I think you have 
to look after your 
parents too, because 
some of them travel a 
long way to bring 
their children here. 

“We send them off 
with a coffee and a 
croissant because 
they work hard all 
day too!”

With two Cowbridge boys in the team of seven, 
led by George Griffiths with Rafi Shrizard, they fin¬ 
ished third in the team event out of 18 regions. 

Both George and Rafi collected bronze medals in 
the 4 x 2 lap race. However, George picked up 
another three medals; a bronze in the two-lap race 
and silver in the standing long jump, equalling the 
Welsh record of 2m 8.2 and bronze in the individual 
all rounder’s section out of 60 athletes. 

Well done to all athletes who represented the 
school with distinction at the highest level possible. 
A big thank you to Oliver Trotman, who gave up his 
Sunday to help and support the county, using his 
experience of three previous visits as a competitor.

THE year-12 and 13 pupils took part in the 
Cardiff and Vale Senior Championships. There 
were low numbers competing due to examina¬ 
tions, and Cowbridge fielded the biggest team 
and consequently won the team competition. 

Sabrina James came first in the 1,500m in 6m 
20.2, Holly Preece came first in the 3,000m in 15m 
23 and Alyson Bater second in 10m 10. 

Georgia Jackson came second in the 100 hurdles 
in 21.2, second in the triple jump with 7m 81 and 
first in the javelin with 15m 96, while Nicole 
Collier came first in the high jump with lm 35, 
Fouise Edwards came second in the shot putt with 
6m 96 and second in the hammer with 14m 96, and 
the girls relay team came third. 

In the senior girls event there were four county 
champions. Georgia Kemeys came third in the 
100m in 15.7, fourth in the 800m with 3.14 and sixth 
in the long jump with 3m 71. 

Jessica Hayes came third in the 100m with 15.9 
and second in the 200m with 32.6. 

Fydia James came fifth in the 200m with 36.8 and 
eighth in the long jump with 3m 01. 

Katie Howson came second in the 400m with 77.0 
and third in the javelin with 14m 04. 

Verity Morgan came fifth in the 800m with 3m 
14.4. 

The boys faired nearly as well as the girls. Sam 
Bunkham was the only county champion in the triple 
jump with a jump of 11m 67; Sam also came 7th in 
the 100m with 13.2 and 2nd in the long jump with 
5m24. 

Jack Faidlaw came 4th in the 200m with 27.2 and 
4th in both the long and triple jump. 

Sam Street came 5th in the 200m, Rhys Allin 
came 2nd in the 400m, Josh Thomas came 6th in the 
400m and 8th in the high jump, while Matthew 
Fogsdon came 5th in the 800m, 6th in the high jump 
and 7th in the shot putt. 

Richard Wilks came 6th in the 800m and 4th in 
the 1500m, Dylan Fayzell came 2nd in the 3,000m. 
Jack Wilkins came 5th in the 3,000m, and Samuel 
Morgan came 4th in the 400m hurdles. Oliver 
Trotman came 3rd in the shot putt and 5th in the 
javelin, Sam Dowell Bennett came 7th in the discus 
and 5th in the hammer, and Will Johnson came 7th 



in the hammer and 6th in the javelin. 

Meanwhile, Cowbridge year-10 and 11, athletes 
competed in the Cardiff and Vale County 
Championships held at Feckwith Stadium.

1,500m - Fiona Bray came third in the final with 
a time of 5m 30. 

3,000m - Miriam Bennett was the County 
Champion winning in 12m 42. 

80H - Caitlin Allin came second in her heat and 
Shauna Jones made the final and finished sixth 
place. 

300H - Miriam Bennett came second and Caitlin 
Alin 4th in the first ever 300m hurdles race. 

Triple jump - Miriam Bennett finished seventh. 

Shot putt - Isobel Armour came fourth and 
Hannah Jones twelfth. 

Discus - Isobel Armour ninth and Hannah Jones 
eighteenth. 

Hammer - A new event for Fucy Johnson and 
Anna Wynne, who came sixth and seventh respec¬ 
tively. 

Javelin - Fucy Johnson came sixth and Anna 
Wynne seventeenth. 

High jump - Rebecca Thomas and Molly Frost 
came equal fourth place. 

Fong jump - Romy Killick came sixth and Caitlin 
Allin seventh.

What had been excit¬ 
ing became cumbersome 
as the film became more 
concerned with the intri¬ 
cacies of storytelling, as 
opposed to creating 
thrills and excitement. 

However, the finan¬ 
cial side of things was 
more than rosy, leading 
to a predictable fourth 
outing hinted at the end 
of the third part. 

This time round, the 
film, entitled On 
Stranger Tides, follows 
Captain Jack Sparrow 
(Johnny Depp) and 
Barbossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) on their quest for 
the fountain of youth - a 
quest that is threatened 
by the infamous 
Blackbeard (Ian 
McShane) and his 
daughter Angelica 
(Penelope Cruz), who 
have their own history 


with Sparrow... 

Anyone expecting that 
this fourth instalment in 
the Pirates. .. franchise 
will take a radical depar¬ 
ture from what has gone 
before will certainly feel 
let down, as On Stranger 
Tides is very much busi¬ 
ness as usual. 

Sadly, the same 
applies to the over¬ 
wrought narratives of the 
latter instalments and a 
general underwhelming 
feeling that means it is a 
case of ‘same old’ for a 
franchise looking as 
though its sea legs have 
been left on dry land. 

Only the most sour¬ 
faced of people would 
deny the entertainment 
value of Johnny Depp as 
Jack Sparrow, and cer¬ 
tainly the actor again 
delivers, the roguish 
character giving Depp 
plenty to play with. 

However, even the 
most generous viewer 
would say that fourth 
time around the actor is 
starting to tread water 
ever so slightly, his per¬ 
formance made all the 
more entertaining by the 
lack of quality else¬ 
where. 

While Geoffrey Rush 
offers a decent turn as 
Sparrow’s nemesis

Captain Barbossa (main¬ 
ly because his character 
has actually developed 
as the films have gone 
on), Penelope Cruz fails 
to bring the requisite 
passion as Angelica - 
her chemistry with Depp 
falling flat, while Ian 
McShane is given little 
to work with as 
Blackbeard, managing to 
wring out a hint of das¬ 
tardly nature, but little 
else. 

Perhaps the finger 
pointing and plank-walk¬ 
ing should be saved for 
Ted Elliott and Terry 
Rossio, the screenwriters 
who have been with 
franchise since day one. 


The first film was 
dripping with derring-do 
and spectacle, but the 
latter two films found 
themselves weighed 
under by an unwieldy 
narrative. 

While they really mis¬ 
step with the introduc¬ 
tion of two characters 
(Sam Claflin’s Philip 
and Astrid-Berges- 
Frisbey’s Syrena) whose 
subplot is dull in the 
extreme, there is so 
much double-crossing 
and narrative confusion 
going on that you spend 
most of your time won¬ 
dering just who is doing 
what. 

Coupled with Rob 
Marshall’s direction, it 
does very little that Gore 
Verbinski’s time in the 
director’s chair didn’t, 
and the end result is a 
film that while a step-up 
from the dull and dense 
sequels, is still a disap¬ 
pointing outing. 

That even Johnny 


Depp is starting to look 
tired and ordinary as 
Captain Jack is a worry¬ 
ing sign, and if On 
Stranger Tides is to be 
the tipping point for 
more additions to the 
franchise, there is some 
serious work to be done. 

VERDICT-Apoor 
outing from a franchise 
that seemingly offered 
so much, Pirates of the 
Caribbean: On Stranger 
Tides is a weak effort all 
round, with even Johnny 
Depp’s effervescent 
Captain Jack Sparrow 
slipping into the ensem¬ 
ble. 

While it retains a 
level of spectacle that 
delivers the odd thrill, it 
very rarely soars higher, 
making this a disap¬ 
pointing return for these 
Pirates. Poor.
